| Amistake made by one of the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank’s 
shroffs in changing some hundred- 
dollar notes Jed to the appearance 
in the dock at the March criminal 
sessions,to-day before Mr. Justice 
Gompertz anda jury, of a Chinese 
named Chan Yau who was charg- 
ed with the larceny of $2,700. 
The accused pleaded not guilty and 
was defended by Mr. F. C, Jenkin. 
“The. jurors called were:— 
Mesirs. E. F.'R. Sample '(fore- 
man), W. L.-J. Sousa, Ng Sze- 
kwong, Chau Chiu-tsun, R..E. 
Hoare, BE, Kern and F. C, Hagen. ° 
Outlining the Crown case, the 
Assistant Attorney-General (Mr. 
A. Dyer Ball) explained. that on 
February 1 the prisoner, who was 
employed by the Fung Tang firm, 
was sent to the Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank to. change five 
$100 notes into smaller money. 
Two of these.notes were to be 
changed into ten cent pieces and 
the other three’ into $10 notes. 
After’ he had got his $200 woyth 
of ten-cent pieces, “the, prisoner 
went along to another counter and 
handed the notes in to be changed.’ 
At the same time there were at 
this counter two men from the 
Bank of Canton who handed in 
twenty $50 notes to be changed. 
The shroff'took the money ‘and, 
owing to some mistake, instead of 
handing back to the prisoner three 
bundles $10 notes, each of $100, 
he handed him thrée bundles of,

$1,000. Thus he paid the‘prisoner 
back $3,000 instead of $300, The 
prisoner opened the bundles, 
counted the notes and then went 
away.
